EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Natan et al. [US 6,242,264] teaches morphological gradients formed by an advancing 
front of a first solution, but does not teach a surface-chemical gradient, as Natan et al. requires 
that the chemical groups such as functional groups to already be present on the substrate at a 
high density (see column 3, lines 5-10). Since the body of the claims depend on the preamble for 
completeness by limiting the gradient formed to surface-chemical gradients, the preamble must 
be considered in determining the patentability of the claims. Any terminology in the preamble 
that limits the structure of the claimed invention must be treated as a claim limitation. See, e.g., 
Corning Glass Works v. Sumitomo Elec. U.S.A., Inc., 868 F.2d 1251, 1257, 9 USPQ2d 1962, 
1966 (Fed. Cir. 1989). Therefore, since Natan et al. fail to teach that the resulting substrate has a 
surface-chemical gradient, Natan et al. fails to anticipate the method. 

Jeon et al. [US 2002/01 13095] teach forming surface gradients, but fail to teach that the 
gradient occurs due to the speed at which the substrate is exposed to the advancing front of a

solution containing a first adsorbate, but rather forms the gradient due to combining and 
separating different streams of fluid (para. 0013). 

The prior art fails to teach substrates containing a chemical gradient of a first and second 
adsorbate that is radially symmetrical, as currently recited in claims 13, 15, 16. While Jeon et al. 
discloses surface gradients, Jeon et al. is silent as to the radial symmetry of the gradients.
